REMARKS 

Claims 61-91 are pending in the application. Claims 61-80, 82-88, 90 and 91 have 
been rejected. Claims 65,71, 72, 77, 79, 81, 85, 88 and 89 have been cancelled. Claims 61- 
64, 66-70, 73-76, 78, 80, 82-87, 90 and 91 have been amended. The amendments to the 
claims are editorial in nature and contain no new matter. Therefore, Applicants respectfiilly 
request entry of the Amendment. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS - 35 U.S.C. S 112 FIRST PARAGRAPH 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 61-80, 82-88, 90 and 91 under 35 
U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph as allegedly failing to convey to one skilled in the relevant art 
that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

The Examiner admitted, however, that the specification is enabling for: l)an isolated 
nucleic acid that encodes a human or mouse 3 -OS AT- 1 protein, wherein said isolated nucleic 
acid comprises the nucleotide sequence of SEQ ED NO 1 or SEQ ID NO 3, and wherein said 
isolated nucleic acid encodes the protein disclosed m SEQ ID NO 2 and SEQ ID No 4; 2)an 
isolated nucleic acid that encodes a 3-O-sulfotransferase domain of the human or moust 3- 
OST-1 protein wherein the domain consists of residue 53-3 1 1 or 21-307 of SEQ ID NO 2, or 
residue 49-307 or 21-303 of SEQ ID NO 4, and wherein the human or mouse 3-OST-l 
protein has sequence specific HS-binding activity; and 3) an isolated host cell selected fi-om 
the group consisting of bacterial, yeast^ insect and mammaUan cells, wherein iSelSianamalian 
cells are selected from the group consisting of COS-7 cells, HCO, murine primary cardiac 
microvasculature endothelial cells, murine mast cell line C57.1, hxmaian primary endothelial 
cells or umbilical vein, F9 embryonal carcinoma cells, rat fat pad endothelial cells and L 
cells, wherein the host cell comprises the nucleic acid. 

Applicants submit that the amended claims are therefore enabled. Applicants are 
pursuing the subject matter of the cancelled claims in a subsequent application. Accordingly, 
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Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the rejection, and allowance of the amended 
claims.
